LOSS OF A STRAITS STEAMER BY 
COLLISION, 


—t—— 
Tho Straita Times of the Slst ult, siys:—It 
is our melancholy duty to chronicle’ a ead and 
onlamitons anoidents one similar to which haw 
very seldom happened in our waters. We allude 
to the terrible news recaived by the steamer 
Stesie, which arrived at 2.30 p.w, om the 30th 
March, of the total: loss of the steamer Bentan 
from a collision with a steamer'as yot not, with 
certainty, lnown, Ont of all the orew and 
passengers on board amounting to upwards’ of 
100 souls, only 16 were picked up by the Sissie, 
off Batu Pahat,of whom ten. are Malays from 
the intorior, ove Kling, and five Chinese, one of 
whom is the stevedore of the: Bertan,-and .who 
is the only onv who can give any sort of reliable 
account of the collision. Our reporter this 
morsing_intorsiowed the Malay man who gave 
avidence before Captain Bradbory, and from bis | 
‘statsmiont it would appear ‘that tlie accident -o 
curred atabont half past twelve o'clock on tho 
uight of tho 29th March. The Beaton, a steamer 
of 359 -tons registor, Captain Milos, plying be. 
tevoon this port and Ponangand Malacon, was on. 
her rotura voyage from Penang, Laving called 
on her. way at Moldoca, which port she left at 
§ o'clock pm. Whon off Batu Pahot he saw the 
rod and green lighta of what ho considered to be 
a large steamor with two funnels. ‘Tha Renton 
ported her helin, he ctates, bat the other steamer 
cams on without changing ber vourse, Before 
hho-Bentan—could_got-out—of-her—wayshowa 
struck on tho starboard quartor abaft tho 
boilers, The large steamer, ho states, disay- 
peared immediately afterwards, ho cnunot say 
whether sha continued upon her yoyage or sank. 
Some of the passengers on bourd the Bentan at- 
tempted to jump overboard just after the colli 
sion, but tho mate prevented thém und -snid the 
fother stoamor would be sure to come to their 
rosoue.” Tho Bentan wont down stern foremost 
about half an hour after the collision, Tha man 
cannot say exactly how many boats were lowered 
in the meantime. Hye believes thiras boats ‘were | 
lowered ot first.
